Thew admission process, curriculum, educa 
tional materials and social groups are quite different from 
ours. The USSR's political stance permeates every facet of 
its universilics, thérefore, even the students’ attitudes are 
different from those of American students, according to 
history Professor George Fokmakoff, who has taught 
Russian history at CSUS for 22 years. 

After receiving the “Certificate of Maturity” (equival- 
ent to our high school diploma) a Soviet may apply for 
admission to a university, Tokmakoff$aid. The high 
school graduates must pass the nationwide standard test 
required for admission to any Soviet university, yet high 
scores afe Not enough to gbarantee enrollment 

“Being a member in Komsomot (a politi¢al youth 
group) makes admission easier,” Tokmakoff said. “Al! 
kinds of doors open to people who support such party 
groups.” Sometimes parents have to bribe the university 
administrators and admission officials ensure ther 
child’s place in the university, he added

the humanities is very biased, Jacoby holds, as very few 
Western publications pass the Soviet Union's censorship 
of printed material 

Soviet students have a limited source of educational 
references, library books and university texts are all 
censored by the Soviet government, according to Jacoby 
No books that question the Soviets’ political or social 
policies are used, Jacoby said. Censored texts and library 
books are the only teaching materials available for the 
university professors to teach from, Tokmakoff said 
Therefore, the students are given a biased viewpoint in the 
classroom and have no official place to go for other eas 
or information 

Sometimes the student will receive ideas from other 
sources such as European radio broadcasts, his parents’ 
hushed comments, or the “samizdat”’ (underground) 
literature 

“Reading samizdat literature is like using marijuana on

Everyone has access to it but not all 
choose to use it.” Tokmakoff said. These self-published 
typed copies of literature are not allowed official 
publication m the USSR, and their use is illegal 

Regardless of his major area of study, each Soviet 
student 1s required to attend political sessions and take a 
Communist government classes, Tfokmakoff said. “The 
student is required to attend political sessions and take 
political session tonight at 7 p.m. and you must be there,” 
he continued. These mandatory sessions are required 
regardless of the student’s homework load 


Our Campuses 


The average Soviet student has a heavier homework 
load than the Amenecan student, Tokmakoff said. This 
may be because the average Soviet student does not work 
while attending the university, so the university can 
demand more scholastic work from him, Jacoby said

“Although he is usually given 
only a reprimand at first, the outspoken student could be 
thrown into a concentration camp for his comments and 
ideas,” he said. The student cannot express any reaction to 
the ilegaily obtained information or disagree with an 
imsiructor in ciass, Tokmakoff said. The student cannot 


speak freely to another classmate, friend or foreign student 


unless given explicit permission, he said. Even the 


comrades in the Komsomoi work as informants; no one 
can be trusted enough to speak freely. Although only 5 
percent to 8 percent of the Soviet population belongs to the 
Communist Party everyone must “support” the govern 


ment’s policies, according to Jacoby 


Soviet politics are everywhere on the Soviet campus 
rhe students have no legal! methods of obtaining 
information contrary to that taught in the classrooms. “We 
have “Pravda,” the Soviet national newspaper, and other 
Soviet publications in our (CSUS) library, yet they don’t 
have access to any Western publications or books in 
theirs,” Tokmakoff said 


Is censorship and the absence of freedom of speech the 
reason that Ivan considers higher education worthless? 
Tokmakoff suggested that Ivan’s low opinion of higher 
education and refusal to discuss his university experiences 
might be due to his Soviet indoctrination.

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Aftermath of the Causeway Classic 
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Hornet football season ends with a frustrating defeat

“Frustrating.” 

That’s how CSUS quarterback 
Greg Knapp summed up the Nov. 23 
Causeway Classic where the Hornets 
dropped a 37-30 heart-stopper to UC 
Davis. 

The Aggies’ victory extended their 
Streak to 16 straight wins over the 
Hornets, spoiiing a probable playoff 
spot for CSUS before a wet crowd of 
12,100 at Hughes Stadium. 

Davis quarterback Chris Petersen 
was the main spoiler completing 
25-of-34 passes for 273 yards and 
scrambling through the mud like a 
Kentucky thoroughbred. 

“Chris has been our strength all 
year long offensively,” said UCD 
head coach Jim Sochor. “His ability 
to out-scramble and out-quick the 
defense is the reason we have been 





able to score so many points. He is a 
real magician back there.” 

“Their (CSUS’) defensive backs 
were doing a good job, so with the 
mud I had to get outside which caused 
some of the guys to slip,” Petersen 
said. “The offensive line did a good 
job, so when [ got outside, there was 
no one there.” 

For the Hornets, the seven-point 
deficit was the smallest since 1974 
when they lost 22-17 to the Ay. ies 
Although the Hornets established 
some respect by making it a close 
game instead of a blowout like recent 
contests, the pain was still evident 

“You lose by seven points to the

Knapp finished the day connect- 


ing on 13-of-29 passes for 182 yards, 
including a second-quarter touch- 
down pass to James Ferguson. 

The Hornets, ending their season 
at 8-3, were still able to find solace 
afterwards and felt they still were one 
of the top Division II teams in the 
nation. 

“This game is only going to help 
our program,” Knapp said. “From 
recruiting to coaching philosophies to 
the players’ beliefs, they're going to 
say: yea, we almost beat them, there is 
no doubt we can do it. I just hope now 
Davis gives us the respect again and 
Calls it a rivalry.” 

With disappointment etched on 
his face, CSUS head coach Bob 
Mattos tried to find a bright spot after 
the loss 

“I do think this establishes us as 
one of the better teams in the nation in 
Division I. And that’s important 
right at this stage if we can take 
anything positive out of it, but it’s 
hard to do the way I feel right now. 

“It’s encouraging, playing the No. 
1 team as close as we did in a game 
that could have gone either way,” 
Mattos said. “We said it was a battle 
of the heavyweights and it went iS 
rounds.” 

The Aggies delivered their knock- 
out punch w:th a second-half running 
attack that included the running of 
Mark Ford (13 carries, 103 yards). 
Davis trudged for 223 total rushing 
yards against a Hornet defense that 
had given up an average of 84.5 yards 
on the ground this year 

“We got together at halftime and 
found a weakness in the (CSUS) 
defense off-tackle. We went that way 
in the second half and & worked out 
perfectly,” Ford said. 

Ford also caught a 9-yard touch- 
down pass from Petersen that gave 
the Aggies a 24-21 lead in the third 
quarter 

“The safeties came in on a stunt 
and left me wide open,” Ford said. “I 
think we mixed up the pass and ran 
real well today.” 

The contest started out by using 
the script of previous years, as the 
Aggies drove 78 yards on 12 plays, 
chimaxed by a 10-yard touchdown 
foss from Petersen to Frank Bispo

Bechtold’s behind-the-scene work as 
the play’s dialect coach added rich- 
ness and believability to the dialogue 
Unexpected touches of humor are 
cleverly blended into the intricacies of 
this drama of human emotions 

If you like cleavage, you'll love 
“On the Razzle.” In fact, I'm sur- 
prised those amazing mammary 
glands weren't given their own names 
and listed as part of the cast on the 
program 

The production staff, especially 
Bonnie Burns Busick and Larry 
Shumate, created an extraordinary 
set. Busick’s costume designs, con- 
structed by members of Drama 131 
and Drama 127, are also eye 
catchers. The make-up and the acting, 
like the entire production, are pur- 
posely exaggerated. In fact, the entire 
production is like a symphony played 
at fortissimo from the first measure to 
the last. There is an abundance of 
strong actors, specifically Jeff Boudos 


(Zangler) and Steve Minow (Zang- 
ler’s servant, Meichlor). When these 
two afe on stage together, it’s like 
Tina Turner and Bette Midler trying 
to perform at the same time —a littie 
too intense. Three cheers for Mark 
Booher, a coachman who really 
knows how to crack his whip 
(Hey. Mark How do you feel 
about wearing a dog collar? ['ve got 
this great leather girdle ensemble, and 
I was thinking ) 

In conclusion, “Razzle” and 
“Honey” are complete opposites, and 
as such cannot be compared or judged 
by the same standards. “Honey” is a 
realistic, but depressing, portrayal of 
life’s bittersweet peculiarities. “Raz- 
zle”’ shows us ‘‘a galloping good 
time,” consciously avoiding anything 
remotely resembling believability 


“On the Razzle” would definitely 
disappoint fans of Kafka, but i would

Failure knows no color 


At the recent impeachment of Associated Students, Inc.'s 
first black female president, Velma Hail, a student boldly 
claimed that ASI’s actions against Hall represented acts against 
a black person, not a president. The name of the student is 
irrelevant; the fact that he voiced the underlying current of 
Opposition to the impeachment ts cause for worry. 

Contrary to that belief, Hall was not removed because she is 
a black woman, but because her own Board of Directors, the 
ASI Senate and executive officers, felt she was no longer 
operating in the student’s best interests. Surely a large part of 
her own racially-mixed slate would not turn against her 
because of her color or to make some ludicrous grand statement 
on ineptitude of minorities. Indeed, the tears in the eyes of one 
board member voting to remove her testified to his sorrow 
about the turn of events 

impeaching Hall essentially because she is black would be 
as foolish as electing her because of her blackness. Black, white, 
Hispanic or Onental, skin color and ethnic background do not 
determine one’s political or administrative abilities. Nor does a 
personal history of being discriminated against — as Hall will 
confirm she has been — guarantee presidential expertise 

Claiming that racism was the driving force behind Hall's 
removal serves not to eliminate discriminatory practices, but to 
widen the gap between races by allowing emotion, not reason, 
to prevail. Only a regard for performance, not the ethnicity of 
the performer, will narrow and eventually bridge that gap 

Another problem with the claim of racism is that using it too 
often begins to resemble the story of the boy who cried “wolf.” 
It is taken less and less seriously until the valid claim ts 
eventually ignored 

The real tragedy of this whole affair is the manner in which 
it may be fallaciously perceived. For a brief moment in CSUS 
history, students reveled in their stand against racism. Now it ts 
important for those students to realize that a black person's 
effective failure in office should not dissuade them from ever 
again supporting minority candidates. A person of any color 
could have failed equally
